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A TOWN  AND  ITS  BANK 
by  John  J.  Nichols  (1655) 

The  town  of  Falrvlew,  Missouri,  was  founded  In  1907.  It 
Is  located  In  Newton  County  which  lies  directly  north  of 
McDonald  County.  McDonald  County  Is  In  the  southwest  corner 
of  the  state.  The  Missouri  and  North  Arkansas  Railroad 
served  the  town. 

In  October,  1907,  the  First  National  Bank  was  chartered 
at  Falrvlew.  It  had  a capital  of  $25,000  which  Is  the  mini- 
mum for  any  bank  In  places  of  less  than  3,000  Inhabitants. 

I do  not  know  who  the  original  officers  were,  but  an  old 
check  endorsed  In  January,  1909,  shows  Luther  M.  Dozier  as 
cashier. 


My  father  and  mother  purchased  a bakery  at  Fairview  about 
1922  and  moved  from  Granby,  Missouri  to  Fairview.  The  offi- 
cers of  the  bank  at  that  time  were:  B.  I.  Webb,  President; 
George  Swindle,  Cashier;  Molly  Swindle,  Assistant  Cashier; 
William  T.  Carpenter,  Vice  President.  On  the  Board  of  Direct- 
ors were  E.  R.  Cummins,  Fred  Russell,  Molly  Swindle,  B.  I. 
Webb,  George  Swindle,  J.  A.  Hudson,  G.  C.  Duncan,  Willaim  T. 
Carpenter,  William  T.  Goostree.

The  bank  was  housed  in  a two  story  red  brick  building, 

The  banking  operations  were  confined  to  the  north  end  of  the 
building  on  the  main  floor.  There  were  offices  or  rooms 
directly  above  the  bank  but  I do  not  know  what  their  use  was. 
In  1933  and  1934  during  my  senior  year  of  high  school  I rent- 
ed a room  on  the  north  end  of  the  building  directly  above  the 
area  that  had  been  used  for  the  bank  lobby.  There  were  two 
auditoriums  at  the  south  end  of  the  building,  one  above  the 
other.  They  were  used  for  movies,  church  services,  etc.  The 
part  of  the  building  that  housed  the  bank  had  two  large  plate 
glass  windows,  one  on  the  north  facing  the  main  street,  the 
other  on  the  west  facing  a side  street  on  which  my  father's 
bakery  was  located.  The  east  side  of  the  bank  building  had 
no  windows  the  entire  length  of  the  building.  I can  not 
remember  if  there  were  any  windows  on  the  south  side  but  I 
don't  think  so.  The  floor  of  the  bank  area  was  finished  with 
small  hexagon  tiles  of  white  and  green  with  the  white  tiles 
predominant.  A large  portable  safe  set  in  the  lobby.  On  the 
wall  hung  a memorial  plaque  for  local  veterans  of  World  War  I. 
The  plaque  consisted  of  a golden  eagle  with  individual  bars 
listing  each  soldier's  name  in  gold  on  a blue  background.  It 
seems  there  was  also  a large  calendar  on  the  wall.  There  was 
a large  century  plant  in  a box  or  tub  and  also  an  orange  tree 
in  another  tub.  The  service  window  set  in  a wooden  partition 
and  was  similar  to  some  of  the  postal  service  windows  of  that 
time.  I know  nothing  of  the  vault  area  as  I had  no  occasion 
to  use  it. 


The  two  people  directly  responsible  for  the  banks  operation 
were  George  Swindle  and  Molly  Swindle.  George  Swi  ndl  e was  a tall

slender  man  with  thinning  brown  hair.  He  usually  wore  dark 
blue  trousers  that  were  held  up  by  suspenders.  His  shirt  was 
white  or  light  in  color.  He  wore  metal  frame  glasses  typical 
of  that  period.  His  wife  Molly  was  average  height.  Her  hair 
was  dark  and  she  wore  glasses  similar  to  her  husband's.  She 
always  wore  a black  dress  and  it  was  probably  silk. 

As  a youngster  I peddled  papers  and  had  a small  bank 
account  that  my  mother  controlled.  My  name  was  signed  to 
checks  by  my  mother  to  pay  my  paper  bills.  On  September  13, 
1930,  she  sent  a check  for  $2.80  to  the  Springfield  Leader  Co. 
for  my  paper  bill.  The  check  was  returned  due  to  the  bank's 
failure  on  September  17,  1930.  It  was  placed  in  receivership 
and  eventually  paid  about  20  cents  on  the  dollar  for  its 
obligations  to  depositors. 

Shortly  before  the  bank  failure,  my  brother  Joe  was  doing 
some  chores  at  the  bank  to  earn  a few  cents.  When  he  returned 
home  that  afternoon  he  said  "I'll  bet  that  bank  is  going  broke. 
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I heard  Molly  say  to  George  that  It's  all  going  out  and  none 
coming  In."  My  brother  was  only  12  years  old  at  the  time. 

Falrvlew  Is  a farming  community  and  most  of  the  loans  made 
by  the  bank  were  made  to  farmers.  When  the  notes  came  due 
the  farmers  could  not  pay  due  to  the  depression  that  had 
started  with  the  stock  market  crash  In  1929.  This  was  one 
of  the  many  unfortunate  bank  failures  that  resulted. 

George  and  Molly  Swindle  moved  away  from  Falrview  not  long 
after  the  bank  failed.  A short  time  later  George  Swindle 
took  his  own  life.  He  could  not  face  the  shame  and  degrada- 
tion he  felt  for  his  misjudgement. 

William  T.  Carpenter  who  signed  the  National  Currency 
Notes  as  President  was  superintendent  of  the  local  Baptist 
Sunday  School.  He  was  also  one  of  my  customers  for  news- 
papers, and  he  operated  the  grain  elevator. 

The  tragedy  of  the  bank  failure  seemed  to  precede  the 
steady  decline  of  the  town  of  Fairview.  My  father's  bakery 
burned  in  November,  1930,  and  was  followed  by  three  major 
fires  In  later  years.  Today  there  is  no  railroad.  The 
canning  factory,  grain  elevator,  lumber  yard,  hardware  store, 
hotel,  drugstore,  doctor's  office,  cabinet  shop,  furniture 
store,  undertaking  parlor  and  blacksmith  shops  are  all  gone. 
The  bakery  was  never  rebuilt.  The  school  burned,  and  today 
the  children  are  taken  by  bus  eight  to  ten  miles  to  school. 
The  bank  building  has  been  razed  and  a small  community 
building  stands  where  it  was  formerly  located.  Only  a shell 
remains  of  the  busy  little  town  I knew. 

The  First  National  Bank  of  Fairview,  Missouri,  issued  600 
ten  dollar  notes  of  the  Third  Charter  Period  with  red  seal, 
and  200  twenty  dollar  notes.  For  the  Third  Charter  Period 
with  dated  back  and  blue  seal  there  were  4,860  ten  dollar 
notes  and  1,620  twenty  dollar  notes.  For  the  Third  Charter 
Period  plain  back,  blue  seal,  there  were  10,374  ten  dollar 
notes  and  3,458  twenty  dollar  notes.  For  1929  Type  I notes 
with  black  serial  numbers  there  were  1,506  ten  dollar  notes 
and  354  twenty  dollar  notes.  The  total  amount  of  circulation 
issued  was  $286,040  and  the  amount  outstanding  at  the  close 
of  the  bank  was  $25,000.  The  .mount  of  large  size  currency 
outstanding  at  close  was  $4,920. 

I searched  for  several  years  to  find  a note  from  this  bank. 
In  September,  1978,  my  search  was  rewarded  when  I located 
note  number  4256,  Third  Charter,  Plain  Back,  at  a coin  show 
in  Tulsa,  Oklahoma .

THEY  HATED  PAPER  MONEY-- 
these  early  statesmen 

I take  it,  from  all  this  history  found  printed  on  the  back 
of  one  Michigan  obsolete  banknote,  that  our  early  statesmen 
had  reason  to  detest  early  banks  and  paper  money.  D.  C.  Wismen 
in  his  listing  of  Michigan  banknotes  in  the  May,  1927,  Numis- 
matist quoted  the  following  as  being  found  printed  on  a $2 
Bank  of  River  Raisin  note  from  Monroe: 

"Of  all  the  contrivances  for  cheating  the  laboring  classes 
of  mankind,  none  have  been  more  effectual  than  that  which 
deceives  them  with  paper  money.  It  is  the  most  effectual  in- 
vention to  fertilize  the  rich  man's  field  with  the  sweat  of 
the  poor  man's  brow."  --Daniel  Webster  in  the  U.S.  Senate,  1832 
"I  am  not  a bank  man.  Once  in  my  life  I was,  and  they 
cheated  me  out  of  every  dollar  I placed  in  their  hands."  -- 
General  Harrison's  speech  in  Dayton,  Ohio. 

"It  will  be  in  vain  to  talk  of  public  credit  until  we  return 
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to  the  pure  unmixed  circulation  of  standard  gold  and  silver." 
--John  Adams  to  Col.  Joseph  Ward,  Dec.  28,  1809. 

"Hear  what  the  Immortal  Washington  said  of  the  rotten  paper 
currency.  He  says  "I  never  heard,  and  I hope  I shall  never 
hear,  any  serlos  mention  of  a paper  currency  In  the  State.  I 
do  verily  believe  that  the  greatest  foes  that  we  have  In  the 
world  could  not  devise  a more  effectual  plan  of  ruining 
Virginia." 

"As  to  bankers,"  says  John  Q.  Adams,  "there  Is  little  dif- 
ference between  them  and  counterfeiters.  If  I should  give 
any  preference,  the  counterfeiter  Is  the  best,  for  neither  of 
them  ever  expected  to  pay  their  notes.  The  banker,  more  bold 
and  daring,  robs  the  people  under  cover  and  pretense  of  law. 
The  counterfeiter,  more  diffident  and  unassuming,  robs  the 
people  without  law."

A true  piece  of  Americana  is  this  early  historical  cancelled 
check  from  New  York  City  which  turned  up  recently  in  the  coin 
shop  of  R.  David  Roper  in  Frankenmuth  MI  #2026.  Significant 
is  what  the  check  was  for,  "for  award  opening  14th  Street  from 
the  Bowery  to  East  River."  The  City  of  New  York  paid  the 
contractor  $602,  a lot  of  money  in  1829,  for  making  a new 
street.  This  was  charged  to  the  Streets  account  according  to 
the  notation  in  the  left  margin. 

We  have  an  official  autograph  of  an  early  mayor  of  New  York 
City,  Walter  Bowne.  The  comptroller  and  clerk's  autographs 
need  more  "deciphering"  but  appear  to  be  something  like  C.  N. 
Blueker  and  J.  Morton.  The  endorsement  on  the  reverse  gives 
us  the  autograph  of  the  contractor,  Nathan  Jackson,  and  the 
date  two  days  later  when  he  cashed  the  check  on  Jan.  28,  1829. 

Icing  on  the  cake  is  the  attractive  serial  number  777.  This 
would  be  a low  number  for  New  York  City,  wouldn't  it?
